The expense of operation was $1,840,984 
fixed charges, which included $250,000, | 
the annual payment to Colombia; in- 
terest on mortgages, $60,000; acquisition 
of bonds by t*. company, $140,000; leav- 
ing a balance of $583,374 to be applied 


to dividend. 

The statement was presented today to 
the sub-committee of the house commit- 
tee on interstate and foreign commerce 
charged with an fnvestigation of the af- 
fairs of this company.

noon. 

The deed was committed by a singie 
terrorist, who threw beneath the car- 
riage of the grand duke a bomb charged 
with the same high powder explosive 
which wrought Minister von Plehve's 
death. The missile was packed with nalis 
and fragments of iron and its explosion 
tore the {mperial victim’s body to ghastiv 
fragments, which strewed the snow for 
vards around. Every window in the 
great, lofty facade of the palace of jus- 
tice was shattered and Dits of iron we-e 
imbeddeq deeply [n the walls of thie 
arsenal a hundred yards away. 


“Fighting Group” Did Deed. 

The assassin belonged to the noted 
“Fighting Group” of the socialist revo- 
lutionary party, which has removed other 
| prominent officials and long since passed 
| sentence of death upon Grand Duke Ser- 
| guis. The grand duke knew that he 
| stoog in the shadow of death. He was 
' the recipient of repeated warnings. and 
elaborate precautions were taken to in- 
sure his safety. 

The scene of the crime was the great 
open triangle within the Kremlin, bound- 
ed by the arsenal, treasury and courts 
of justice, In one angle of which is the 
Nicholas, or little palace, where the 
grand duke dwelt. At the opposite cor- 
ner is the Nikolsky gate, the exit to the 
town beyond the ramparts. 

A few minutes before the bell of the 
gate sounded the hour of 3 the equipage 
of the grand duke emerged from the 
gate, of the palace and proceeded fol- 
lowed by sleighs containing secret po- 
lice. It swept at a smart pace toward 
the gate, passing the Chaudoff cloister 
Ivan’s tower, the great czar bell and 
long rows of cannon captured from 
Napoleon in the winter retreat of 1812.

| Workman Threw Bomb. 

There a man clad in workman’, attire 
stepped forward from the sidewalk and 
threw a bomb which he had concealed 
beneath his coat. A _ terrible explosion 
followed and a hail of iron pelted the 
grim stone walls of the arsenal and 
rourtsa of justice. A thick cloud of 
smoke, snow and debris arose. 

When it had cleared a ghastly sight 
waa presented. On the snow lay frag- 
ments of the body of Grand Duke Ser- 
gics. mingled with wreck of the 
carriage. The grand duke’s head had 
heen torn from his body and reduced to 
a shapeless pulp, and the trunk and 
limbs were frightfully mangled. 

A finger bearing a rich seal ring was 
found lying several yaris away. Tne 
crimson tint and a sickening smell of 
blood were everywhere. Only a few

Gtrictest Silence Was Enjoined on All

St. Petersburg, February !7—6:40 p. m— 
The Assocf&ted Press learns on ex- 
ceptiona! authority that the question of 
peace was formally considered by Em- 
peror Nicholas and his ministers at a 
conference leld at Tsarskoe-Selo yvester- 
day. 

No particularg are obtainable as_ be- 
fore the discussion began the emperor 
exacted from each one present a solemn 
promise not to divulge the slightest hint 
of what transpired. 

The belief is, however, that the possible 
<onditions and terms were under con- 
sideration. 


It is suggested in high quarters that | 


some intimation of terms has reached the 
Russian government from Japan, ai- 
though it is certain that it did not come 
through the regular diplomatic channels.

Widow Drove to Scene. 

Police officials rapidly gathereé, but 
before anything could be done toward col- 
lecting the scattered fragments of the 
tody, Grand Duchess Elizabeth drove up 
in an open carriage. She had Cropped 
her work at the headquarters of the 
Red Cross and sped to the scene of the 
crime without waiting to don her outer 
wraps. She broke down entirely at the 
sight, and dropped to her knees, sobbing 
bitterly. After a few minutes, she was 
led away. Then a stretcher was brought, 
and, covered with a plain soldier’s cloak, 
the refoains.of Sergius were borne to the 
Chaudoff clotster, where officials and 
members of the grand duke’s suite had 
assembled. 

The assassin was thrown to the ground 
and stunned by the force of the explosion, 
hut he quickly recovered and ran to the 
gate, attempting to escape. His haste 
atid the blood streaming from his face 
where he had been wounded by frag- 
rents of the bomb, attracted the atten- 
tion of a sergeant of police, who seized 
him before he could draw his revolver. 

The man did not deny his crime, but, 
on the contrary, gloried in its success. 
He expressed his satisfaction that he 
had been able to kill the grand duke 
Without involving the latter's innocent 
wife. 

He avowed his membershin in the sr-. 
¢cja' revolutionary organization, but rae- 
fused to give his name, and, at the jail, 
his papers were found to be forged. 

On the arrest of the murderer, he cool- 
ly said: 

“| don't care. I have done my jub.” 

An immense crowd gathered at the spot

DEATH OF DUKE 
WAS EXPECTED

Sergius Had Een Condemned 
_ Dy Revolutionists, 


Richest and Most Hated of. Grand 
Dukes, He Had Long Lived in 
Fear of Assassination at 
| the Hands of the 

Terrorists. 


St. Petersburg, February 17, 4:50 p, m. 
The news of the tragedy in which Grand 
Duke Sergius was blown wp created a 
tremendous sensation in St. Petersburg, 
where the announcement by: telephoné 
from Moscow arrived during the after- 
noon. Owing to the intense excitement 
prevailing at Moscow a few particulars 
are ascertainable. The traizgedy did nut 
come as a great surorise, as it is known 
that the terrorists had already confemn- 
ed the grand duke to death and ever 
since the affair of January 22, the in- 
auguration of a bomb throwing cam- 
| paign had been anticipated. Grand Duke 
‘ Sergius, who was a brother in law as 
well as uncle of the emperor, and who 
| had exercised immense influence at court, 
was regarded as the most reactionary of 
the grand dukes. As governor generui 
of Moscow he was intensely unpopu- 
lar. , 

His advent as governor general of 
Mos¢gow was followed by expulsion of the 
Jews from the central provinces and 
throughout his administration his riger- 
cus and harsh measures aroused. the 
greatest hostility, especially among the 
students. Two years ago, after the 
student riots in which many were killed 
or wounded, several hundred expulsions 
to Siteria followed under the orders of 
Grand Duke Sergius and General ‘repoff, 
now governor general of St. Petersburg, 
but who was then chief of police of Mos- 
cow. 


Many Threats Against Life. 


As there were many tbreats 
against his iife, the grand duke was 
obliged to flee to his summer residence. 
20 miles from the city. During the re- 
cent strike disturbance the grand duke 
left the Idskoutohny palace. on the out- 
skirts of the city, where he had been 
living, and took refuge inside the ram- 
parts of the Kremlin, where hag since 
lived in what is known as the Lite} pal- 
ace, opposite the statue of Alexander II, 
The trip to the Kremlin on that occa- 
sion was made between solid lines of 
troops. 

Grand Duke Sergius was the wealthiest 
member of the imperial family. He was 
tall, handsome and cordial] in manner, in 
spite of The ruthtess fashion in which ‘he 
exercised his authority as governor gen- 
eral. He had adopted two children of 
his brother Paul, who was banished on 
account of a morganatic alliance. Sergius’ 
record as a soldier was not brilliant. He 
suffered a disastrous defeat at the hands 
of General] Kuropatkin during the famous 
Koursk maneuvers. 

The responsibility for the catastrophe 
at the coronation of the Emperor Nich- 
Olas In Moscow, when several thousand 
people were crushed to death at the time 
of the distribution of the imperial] gifts, 
was laid at Grand Duke Sergius’ door. It 
was held that he had not taken suffi- 
client precautions and the liberals after 
the affair had on January 22 placed the 
major portion of the blame on his shoul- 
ders. 


Czar Prostrated by News. 

The news of the assassination of the 
grand duke reached Tsarskoe-Selo while 
the tmperial family was entertaining 
Prince Frederick Leopold of Prussia. [t 
created the greatest consternation. The 
emperor is reported to huve been come 
pletely prostrated. All festivities in hon- 
or of the Prussian guest was at once 
abandoned. , 

The sentence of death on Grand Duke 
Sergius was contained in a proclamation 
issued by the social revolutionists of Mog- 
cow after the demonstration of December 
i! of last year at St. Petersburg was put 
down, It read: 

“Tf our demonstration at Moscow (De- 
cember 18 and 19) is crushed in as bloody 
a manner as that of our brothers of St.

The grand duke’s coachman. who was 
badly injured, was removed to a hos- 
pital. Late last night he was still liv- 
ing. 

The news of the tragedy spread rapid- 
ly to every quarter gf the city, aided by 
extra ed.tions of all the newspapers, 
which appeared with deep black borders. 

Great Crowds Gathered. 

Theatrical performances and all forms 
of social observances were immediately 
abandoned and ttheaters were ordered to 
remain closed until further notice. The 
affair created the deepest excitement. 
Immense crowds gathered in the y¥-.cinity 
of the Kremlin, where sume factions %e- 
fan an attack on students and other 
representatives of the jibera] movement, 
while others eagerly grasped and read a 
revolutionary prociamation which had 
appeared as if by magic. 

So threatening became the attitude of 
the crowd that the authorities feh 
obliged to order the Kremlin cleared and 
the gates locked. The gates remained 
closed all night, obliging pedestrians and 
carriages to take round-about routes in- 
stead of short cuts through the Kremiin 
precincts. The police measures to pre- 
serve order have proved effective up to 
this hour, and the city is reported per- 
fectly quiet. 

Early accounts of the tragedy attribut- 
ed the crime to three men in a sleigh, 
but later it was developed that the three 
men were police agents appointed to 
guard the grand duke. 

Shortly after the murder Grand 
Duchess Elizabeth, the two adopted chil- 
dren of Grand Duke Sergius, his staff 
officials and immediate servants as- 
sembled in the chapel, where a solemn 
requiem was celebrated. There was an- 
other service in the evening. A military 
guard of honor kept watch during the 
night. 

No arrangements have been yet an- 
mounced for the funeral] services, 


Rode in Shabby Carriage. 
According to later details Grand Duke

The grand duke was 
driven rapidly, and was half way across 
the square between the great bel] tower 
and the Nicholas gate. when the bomb 
was thrown beneath his carriace, 
where it exploded, literally demolishing 
ithe vehicle, killing the grand duke and 
| fatally injuring his driver. 

| The only actual witnesses of the as- 
sassination were a couple of policemen 
on beat in the vicinity. 

Tt still appears to be uncertain whether 
pthe assassin was in a sleigh or hiding 
in the tunnel beneath the Nicholas 
tcwer. 

A few people who had been attracted 
by the sound of the explosion made 
their way inside the Kremlin before the 
police were ablg to close the gates, but 
they were speedily ejected. 

While enormous crowds were gathering 
outside the gate the body of Grand Duke 
Sergius was taken by way of a private 
corridor from the palace to the Choudoff 
monastery. Priests will pray there 
throughout the night and officers and

WOMAN HONORED 
BY TWO HOUSES 


Statue of Frances Willard fo 
Statuary Hall,

Pith in House and Senate High 
Praise Was Given to the Tem- 
periance Leader, Whom II- 
linois Honors with First 
Shaft to Woman, 


Washington, February !7.—Both in the 
house and senate a special feature of 
the day was the acceptance of the statue 
of Frances E. Willard, the distinguished 
temperance advocate, who has been 
Placed in statuary hall in the national 
capitol by the state of Illinois: | Not- 
withstanding there are about forty pe- 
-destals in the hall, the statue of Miss 
Willard ts the first of a woman to find 
a place there. 

In the senate addresses eulogistic of 
Miss Willard were made by Messrs. Cul- 
lom, Beveridge, Dolliver and Hopkins. On 
motion of Mr. Cullom the statue was ae- 
cepted—“‘the statue of one of the most 
eminent women of the United States,” 
as the resolution expressed it. 

Cullom Pays Tribute. 

Mr. Cullom in reviewing Miss Willard’s 
career as a temperance leader, said he 
was proud to say that he had been per- 
sonally acauainted with Miss Willard 
during the greatest part of her active 
life. He said Miss Willard had brought 
sobriety into the homes of untold thou- 
sands: that the world was better becaus¢é 
she lived, and he congratulated his state 
on the selection of the woman for the 
national hall of fame, the first of her 
sex in a long list of distinguished people 
to find a place there. 

The gallertes were crowded with ladies 
and they gave most respectful atten- 


tion to the proceedings. 

At the openimz of the house in hit 
prayer, the chaplain, referring to the 
exercises incident to the acceptance of 
the statue of Frances E, Willard to oc- 
cur later in the day, said that “by the 
purity of her soul, the breadth and scopeé 
of her intellectual attainments, the elo- 
quence and chastity of her speech and 
her unselfish devotion to the purity of 
the home, the state and humanity she 
had won for herself the splendiq and 
just encomium—the uncrowned gueen vf 
purity and temperance.”’ 

In anticipatidn of ceremonies a vast 
number of women and school children, 
mostly girls, thronged the house corri- 
dors during the day. The galleries were 
packed. 

Proceedings in House. 

The proceedings were opened by the 
reading of a letter from Governor De- 
neen, of Iliinois, presenting the statue to 
the United States. Mr. Foss, of Illinois, 
offereg a resolution of acceptance. Pend- 
ing its adoption speeches extolling the 
life and deeds of Miss Willard were 
delivered by Messrs. Foss, Graff und Ral- 
ney, a@f Illinois, and Littlefield, of 
Maine. 

Mr. Foss, in whose district Miss Wil- 
lard resided, made the first address. He 
feelingly referred to her useful life and 
hér labors in the cause of temperance 
as the founder of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union. She was, he 
said, universally mourned as one of the 
greatest women of her time. People 
might ask why did not Illinois send a 
statue of Lincoln, Douglass or Grant, 
but he contended that those men were 
so great they belonged to no state, havy- 
ing been given lomg since to the union, 

The closing remarks were made by Mr. 
Rainey, of Illinois.

IS THROWN DOWN 


Murder of Duke Sergius Challenge 
to Autocracy, 


Famous Duel of Twenty-Five Years 
Ago Between the Government 
and Nihilists May Be 
Revived by Murder of — 
Czar’s Uncle. 


St. Petersburg, February !8.—2 a. m.— 
The assassination of Grand Duke Ser- 
gius undoubtedly was the work of the 
fighting organization of the socialistic 
revolutionary~ party, which condemned 
and executed Count Bobrikoff, governor 
general of Finland, and MM. Siplaguine 
and Von’Pilehve, muinuisters of the interior. 

It is regarded as a direct challenge 
from the terrorists to autocracyy and a 
revival of the famous due] between the 
nibilists and the government of twenty- 
five years ago. 

Opinions differ as to fle political effect 
of the tragedy, some inclining to the 
view that the killing of a member of 
the imperial family may cause Nicholas 
II to revive a period ot ‘reaction, but this 
opinion is not generally shared. 


patkin’s enemies are pushing their cam- 
paign against him. it is only fair to 
Kurapatiin to say that his frietids claim 
that Kuropatkin’s side of the story is 
that he only intended to make a demon- 
stration on the foree and that Grippen- 
burg pressed the attack too far and be- 
eame too much involved. : 
General Grippenburg Talks. 

In an interview General Grippenburg 
said: 

“I am glad to give an account of the 
battle of My army, the telegrams I have 
seen being far from the truth. Kuropat- 
kin, of course, authorized the advance, 
but -~he imposed the condition that it 
should not go beyond MHeikoutaj and 
Sandepas. My plan was to capture Hei- 
koutai and thence outflank Sandepas. 
From the first army corps before Heikou- 
tai I detached a brigade which occupied 
Heikoutai January 28. The Japanese cut 
in from the south and the brigade came 
under a cross fire, but held out until I 
got up another brigade to cover its re- 
treat. The Japanese were now concen- 
trating on their left. 

“During the evening of January 25 I 


‘}and my army were ordered under no cir- 


cumstances to falkt back from our posi- 
tions, The next morning my whole front 
was engaged, the treops being disposed 
as follows: 

“On the extreme right the first corps; 
then the first rifle. corps and then the 
fifth division of the second corps, which 
had just arrived. from Russia. Altogether 
I had sixty-two battalions. The enemy 
had twice as many, 

“The battle of.,January 25 was. con- 
tinued until evening. We did not sur-. 
render an inch of ground. My left flank, 
which was cleatifg the road to Sande- 
pas, beink weak, I asked the commander- 
in-chief, who had sixty battalions avail- 
able, for reinforcements. He declined to 
send any, apparently taking the Japa¢ 
nese demonstration at the center as being 
a general advance. Nevertheless I decided 
to storm Heikoutaj the next day. All the 
surrounding villages were already in our 
hands, — 

‘‘Early January 27 the fiercest fight- 
ing occurred. We again held our own. 

Road Was Ciear of Japs. 

“The road to Sandepas, the Japanese 
point of concentration, was quite clear 
of the enemy. I therefore again appealed 
to the commander-in-chief for reinforce- 
ments. If he had listened to my entrea- 
ties we would have riven the iron ring of 
100,000 of the enemy. The Japanese being 
menaced iby a strong force of -Russian 
cavalry from the south and southwest, 
evidently realized the danger of attacking 
us, Jn desperation January 27 they four 
times desperately assaulted our outer po- 
sitions and were beaten off each time in 
such brilliant fashion that it does my 
heart good to remember the gallantry of 
my brave comrades. I might easily have 
followed up their repulses by a headlong 
offens.ve, but I was tied down by the 
commander-in-chief’s restrictions and his ? 
refusal to send me reinforcements. How 
anxiously I awaited a reply on both sub- 
jects. 

“Just think of what victory meant. 
Complete victory was in our grasp. The 
loss of thousands of lives was not dread- 
ful before such a result. 

“The reply of General KuropatKin ar- 
rived at 5 o’clock in the evening in the 
shape ofan order to leave a small force 
in our positions and move up the army to 
his support in view of the expected Japa- 
hese advance on the center. How was it 
possible for the Japanese to attack the 
center when all their available forces 
were diverted west? It is impossible to de- 
scribe the impression produced upon me 
by the order. At first I was afraid to 
convey it to my victorious army, but 
there was nothing else to do. We re- 
treated during the night of Januafy 29 
with tears in our eyes and bitterness in 
our hearts, It was then that,I decided 
that my presence at the theater of war 
was needed no longer and the next day I 
handed in a report to the commander-in- 
chief demanding my felief.”’

Many of the trees can be saved and re- 
paired if done in due time, therefore may 
I suggest as one living in the surround- 
ing of beautiful nature in the mountains 
of northeast Georgia, I can fully ap- 
preciate the disfiguring of the shade trees 
of Atlanta and will not your paper take , 
the proper steps to call the attention of 
the authorities of the city of Atlanta, 
either themselves or others and a gen- 
eral cal] to the citizens of Atlanta to 
have most of the trees pruned immediate- 
ly before the sap commences to rise, and 
it is reasonable to expect if this is done 
that the trees will recover from their 
wounds. 

Further, where the trees haye been 
totally destroyed I take the liberty to 
Buggest that mulberry trees be planted, 
as they provide beautiful shade and will 
in time be useful for many poor families, 
when obtaining the privilege to collect 
the leaves for the silk worm, which is the 
case in Austria-Hungary, where many 
families derive a livelihood from the 
promise to pluck leaves on many of the 
streets and boulevards of the suburbs to 
the extent not to injure and disfigure the 
trees, and they will also be a symbol for 
the entire state of Georgia to plant the 
valuable tree which nurses the silk worm.

RECONSTRUCTION DAYS. 


Interesting Incident of Which Major 
J. A. Blance Was Hero. 
(Frem The Cedartown Standard.) 
The revival of the Miles incident re- 
calls some reconsfruction reminiscences 
occurring in our immediate section, re- 
membered by most of our older citizens, 
and their recital now may affom our 
younger generation a slight glimmer of 
the oppressions and outrages visited on 
loyal southern men, whose only crime 

wés loyalty to their section. 

In this article we shall confine ourselves 
to the narration of one incident in which 
our fellow-citizen, Major J. A. Blance, 
played a conspicuous part.

AULE IN FORCE 


National League Amendment 
Turned Down 


As a Result There Will Be No A A 
League, and Piayers from Mi- 
nor Leagues Will Still Be 
Drafted at Prices Now 
in Force. 


New York, February 17.—The American 
Leaigue of Baseball Clubs today rejected 
the amendment proposed by the National 
Organization of Minor League Clubs, pro- 
viding for an increase in payments by the 
two major leagues for players drafted 
from teams in ,the minor leagues. 

The National ague, at a meeting in 
Cincinnati some time ago, decided to 
agree to the proposed change, but the 
action of the American League today 
will have the effect of preventing any 
change in the old drafting price. 

Under the old agreement, the major 
leagues paid $750 for players drafted 
from class A leagues, $500 from class b, 
$300 from class C and $200 from class 
D, it being provided that only two piay- 
ers should be drafted from class A, al- 
though an unlimited number could be 
drafteq at the prices named from the 
other classes. The National Associa- 
tion proposed an amendment providing 
for a new class—class AA. The price for 
a drafted player from this class was to 
be fixed at $1,500, for class A, $1,000, 
class B, $750; class C, $600 and class D, 
$400. 

The proposed amendment provided that 
only one player should be drafted from 
Class AA, ang that an unlimited num- 
ber should be drafted from other classes 
at the prices named. 


Compromise Rejected. 


Howard Griffiths, of Jersey City, rep- 
resenting the National board of the Na- 
tional Association, submitted to the 
American League today the proposed 
amendment and received the league's 
answer through President Johnson that 
the league refused to concur. 

President Johnson proposeg this com- 
promise: 

That the drafting price be $1,000 for 
class AA and A, $750 for class B, and 
$500 for class C and all other classes, 
The proposed compromise involved an 
agreement that only two men should be 
drafted from either class AA, class A 
or class B or any other class. 

Griffith, who had power to act for 
the National Association, decided to ac- 
cept the compromise. Johnson then said 
the Americgn Association woulg agree to 
act under his proposed compromise scale 
of prices for one year, and then, if the 
experiment was not satisfactory, pay the 
prices proposed by the amendment. Grif- 
fiths, in behalf of the National Associa- 
tion, flatly declined to accept the prop- 
osition, 

The joint committee on rules of the 
two major leagues met today and re- 
adopted the 1904 rules. Absolutely no 
change wag made, The fou! strike rule 
was discussed but the joint committee 
was unanimous in its opinion that the 
rule should stand. The conditions for 
the world’s championship series of games 
between the respective winners or the 
National and American Leagues were 
made known today. There will be seven 
gumes, the location of the first three tu 
be decided by lot. The deciding game 
will be played in a neutra) city to ove 
designated by the national commission.
